AS of this information would have been ob- 
tined, with an infinite amount of other valuable 
I information, by the intelligent reading of the daily 


The library in Louvain, given by the friends of 
Belgium in America, to take the place of the li­ 
brary destroyed by die Germans at the opening of 
the war, is to be dedicated on die Fourth of July. 
The one thing destined to mar the pleasure of that 
occasion is the controversy which has arisen oVer 
the inscription to be graven over its portal. 
The 
American architect, in conference with Cardinal 
Mercier, decided upon this inscription, “Destroyed 
by Teutonic fury; rebuilt by American generosity." 
None can pass through Louvain, as we did, and 
be told the story of her terrible trials and par­ 
ticularly of thorn terrible hours when the refugees 
from the city, by hundreds, staggered from the 
city with ««hat few belongings they could carry, 
and stumbled along through die frightful night, 
on the road to Antwerp, a road lighted by the foes 
from their burning homes, without being swept with 
the feeling of indignation and of horror. And yet 
might it not be well to say “Destroyed by the Ger­ 
ms during the war, and rebuilt by American 
generosity,’’ rather than the language that is «pro­ 
posed? 
The perpétuation of the hates of war is always 
unfortunate, but to a certain extent it is inevitable. 
The graves of two British soldiers at Concord 
Bridge, with the words graven on stone, They canto 
two thousand miles, and died to keep the past upon 
th# throne," are reminders of a bitter conflict; 
though the Britisher of today is not much offended 
as he stands before thew graves. 
The statua of 
Edith Cavell in London must always bo rn reminder 
of German blundering, if not of German ruthless­ 
ness. It is a fine line that divides the proper from 
the improper in perpetuating the memories of war. 
Yet we must all admit that the memories of war 
should not be altogether obliterated. The conflicts 
of races and nations have their lessons for att time. 
We are not responsible for what our ancestors have 
done. We need not apologize for them when they 
did wrong. 
The fact is, the Louvain library was destroyed 
in the inevitable prosecution of war. Perhaps it was 
but one of many similar incidents of tho Great war. 
All we can ask for udder such circumstances is that 
no needless irritations be aroused.
